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IRISH CONVENTION, 


No one, says The Times, was surprised when 
wr. Llovd George was unable to make a 
definite siatement vesterday about, frame- 
wcix of the Irish Convention, and no One in his 
genses would blame the Cabinet for refusing to 
be precipitate so long as they are manifestly at 
work. itis a fact, as Mr. Lloyd George hinted, 
that a very large proportion of their time and 
thought has been devoted to Ireland this week. 
Moreover, negotiation with the different Irish 
which is rightly ruled out nowadays as a 
met?od cf settlement, is by no means exhausted 
“indeed, it is absolutely necessary—for the pur- 

se of constituting a representative Irish Con- 
vention. We do not propose to prejudice 
this delicate undertaking by suggestions at the 
stage, but it is just as well that the 
public should reahse its complications. The 
Convention, according to the Rrime Minister, is 
to embrace all considerable Iris» interests. That 
the representation, and the fair, pro- 
portionate representation, of at least five politi- 
cal parties, of the various Churches, of any 
pumber of local bodies, of organised agriculture 
and industry, to say nothing of those patriotic 
Irishmen who fit into no special category, but 
have devoted themselves to the special con- 
stitutional problem which is the main business 
of the Convention. On the other hand, a very 
large assemblage means far less likelihood of 
practical results. Not quite the same considera- 
tions, continues The Times, apply to the question 
of the chairmanship, @ very important special 
problem. Is the Chairman to be an Irishman? 
There are very palpable advantages in it from 
the Government's own point of view. An Irish 
Chairman would complete the Irish character of 
the Convention, and would leave no loophole, 
either in Ireland itself, or in the Dominions or 
the United States, for the charge that England 
was still pulling the strings. But the Chairman 
must be impartial, he must be a strong man; 
he should be something of a constitutional 
lawver, well versed in Irish controversy, yet 
aloof from Irish prejudice.

SUCCESSES. 


PRISONERS TOTAL 10,245. 


Italian Official.—The battle is still raging 
on the Julian front from the sea to Plava. 
Yesterday our troops, advancing tirelessly over 
the very difficult and intricate ground, fought 
their way yard by yard through the deep 
labyrinth of enemy fortifications, stubbornly 
defended by strong and well-trained forces. 

irther brilliant successes were achieved. 

The total number of prisoners counted on the 
23rd and 24th amounts to 10,245, including 516 
Officers. Much war material was also | cap- 
tured. 

In the sector between the sea and the 
Jamiano-Brevovudza road the gallant Tuscan 
Brigade, the Arezzo Brigade, and the 2nd 
Bersaglieri Brigade, supported by some field 
batteries which advanced with the infantry, 
drove the enemy back as far as the Foxetimavo- 
Flondar (Hill 31) line, south of Jamiano. 

North of Jamiano, after heavy fighting, in 
which the Mantua Brigade distinguished itself, 
the strongly fortified heights of Hills 
235 and 247 were carried, and our positions 
extended as far as the outlying houses of 
Versio. 

The enemy attempted to lighten our pressure 
on the Southern Carso by violent, counter-at- 
tacks from Castagnavizza to the Ftigido. All 
these efforts failed before the firm resistance 
of our troops, and specially of the Barletta 
Isrigade. 

East of Gorizia persistent enemy raids were 
repulsed during the night on Hill 174, north of 
Tivoli, and at Grazigna. In the Monte Cucco- 
Vodice area the enemy is vainly making every 
effort to retake the captured positions. 

On the whole front of the gallant Second 
Army, and specially of the 53rd Division, the 
enemy suffered very severe loss. 

An enemy column yesterday attempted a 
surprise attack against our lines east of Hill 
652 (Vodice). It was counter-attacked, and 
driven to its point of departure, which was then 
carried and held by our troops. 

East of Plava we extended our occupation on 
Hill 363. 

Aircraft was very active. _ Squadrons of our 
machines bombed the station of Santa Lucia 
of Tolmino with visibly effective results. Three 
enemy machines were brought dowa by our air- 
men, 


“ FURIOUS ONSET ” OF ITALIANS. 
AUSTRIAN OFFICIAL REPORT OF GREAT 
BATTLE. 


Austrian Official (Thursday, Delayed.)—Since 
noon yesterday the tenth Isonzo battle has 
again been raging with extraordinary etubborn- 
ness. The furious onset of the enemy masses 
was directed against the whole front of forty 
kilometres from Plava to the sea. At many 
points the battles were not interrupted during 
the night. 

In the region of Mount Kuk, near Vodice, 
and against Monte Sante, the enemy in the 
afternoon threw his storming columns into the 
battle. All who advanced to the east of Mount 
Kuk fell victims to our destructive fire. 

Near Vodice the enemy attack collapsed 
against the bravery of our infantry regiments 
Nos. 24 and 41, mostly of men from Eastern 
Galicia and the Bukovina. 

Near the Convent of Monte Santo the enemy 
succeeded in crossing our trenches, which were 
ruined by his drum-fire. He was, however, 
attacked by promptly approaching reinforce- 
ments, and thrown back on his reserves, and, 
together with them, driven down from the 
ridge by our artillery fire. 

At the same time two mighty Italian mass 
storms east of Gorizia failed, partly under the 
fire of our artillery, and partlyyin hand-to-hand 
fighting against our brave infantry. 

Especially fierce and obstinate fighting took 
place on the much-contested battlefields of the 
Carso plateau. At dawn our positions here and 
the terrain behind them were under the drum- 
fre of the enemy guns of all kinds. Towards 
noon the first enemy infantry attack started 
at Constanjevica. It was repulsed. In the 
afiernoon a fiwerful Italian attack against the 
entire front of the Carso plateau began. 

Between Fagtihrih and the sea the enemy 
drove foward against our lines in waves. One 
enemy column collapsed; another took its place. 
Attack and counter-attack collided. Thus the 
struggle continues to this hour with un- 
diminished violence. 

The enemy only gained ground in the salient 
of Jamiano, where we. had to withdraw our 
troops a kilometre. 

Otherwise we maintained our positions. vic- 
toriously everywhere Hungarian regiments 39 
and 61 and the well-tried Honveds added new 
ciory to their history. 

Austrian “Official (Friday).—A powerful as- 
sault by Italians on the Isonzo front yester- 
day resulted in an unusually fierce struggle. In 
a victorious defence our troops resisted, and 
our positions were fully maintained. The 
northern wing of the Italian attacking Armies 
was again driven forward against the heights 
of Vodice and Monte Santo, and there was 
especially fierce and obstinate fighting for Hill 
692. south of Vodice, which was overrun by 
Italians in the evening, but was recaptured 
during the night by our brave troops, after 
hours of hand-to-hand fighting. Here and on 
Monte Santo the retreating enemy left behind 
hundreds of corpses. 

The Carso plateau again became the scene 
of an attempt on & greaA scale to break through. 
The Italians threw their masses against our 
entrenchments. Although these suffered con- 
siderably by the preceding bombardment the 
enemy was received by their undaunted de- 
fenders. All day long, and also r peatedly dur. 
the night, the struggle for our positions 
near Costanjevica, and south of it to the sea, 
continued, but all efforts of the enemy were 
vain. He got through nowhere. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS HELP. 
A Fress Association telegram, dated 
Rome, Thursday, says :— 
At daybreak to-day, with the object of assist- 
ing the offensive which 1s developing on the 
Carso, British monitors, with naval forces and 
Italian aeroplanes, made a prolonged and effec- 
tive attack with heavy guns in the Gulf of 
Trieste on the rear of the enemy's lines, espe- 
cially the great aerial station depéts and other 
important military objects near Prosegio. 

The enemy’s repeated aerial attacks had no 
other result than the loss of two of his sea- 
planes, L 136 and M 137, which were brought 
down by our aviators. Four enemy aviators 
were rescued by our naval units. 

In spite of the fire from the enemy's batteries, 
all the naval and aerial units which took part 
in this action returned to their bases without 
having sustained the slightest damage. 

No enemy flag was seen at sea, with the ex- 
ception of those on the seaplanes which we 
brought down. 
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THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


GENERAL’S REVIEW OF

MR. T. P. O’CONNOR. 


Mr. T. P. O’CONNOR said that he wished to 
make a few observations with reference to the 
coming Irish Convention. He was in entire 
agreement with the Prime Minister in thinking 
that any undue delay might be perilous, if not 
disastrous, to the good work which they hoped 
this Convention was about fo do. At the same 
time, he must express his agreement also with 
another observation of the Prime Minister, 
which was, that next to undue delay, the Con- 
vention might be prejudiced by undue haste. 
Everybody must realise that this Convention 
had most momentous and far-reaching work to 
do. It had to reconcile—he hoped it would 
succeed in reconciling—very ancient divisions 
of race and creed in Ireland, and warring poli- 
tical parties. It had also the very important 
and difficult task of framing a new Constitution 
for Ireland, and, above all, it was to be so well 
chosen and representative of every body and 
every interest, that it would command the con- 
fidence of everybody in Treland who does not 
mean mischief and wrecking, but who means 
peace and reconciliation. Therefore, he con- 
tinued, I, personally, cannot find the least fault 
the action of the Government in not 
to a final conclusion, either as to the 
composition of this Convention, without 
having become thoroughly acquainted with the 
feelings of all parties in Ireland. I, of course, 
have had to think over the composition of this 
Convention, and 1 am sure the task is not so 
simple a matter as it might appear. There are 
all kinds of questions about sueh a body. There 
is 4he question, first, as to its size. As to that, 
my own opinion is, that if, you have too large 
a pody it will cease to be & deliberative body. 
And, on the other hand, if you have too small a 
body it would not be able to deal with the 
subject, which is far more than the mere fram- 
ing of the clauses of an agreement. Its task is 
to act as a reconciler and pacificator of warring 
factions. 

THE PRIME MINISTER’S APPEAL. 

The Prime Minister has made an appeal to 
the leaders of all the Irish parties to help the 
Government, and co-operate with the Govern- 
ment in accelerating the nomination and com- 
position of this Convention. I can assure him 
that his request will be conveyed, by myself 
and other members, to the Irish members who 
have been called to Ireland, and I am sure they 
will give their fullest and promptest assistance 
to the Prime Minister in ‘bringing this Conven- 
tion into being. 

THE REBELLION PRISONERS. 

Before I sit down I would like to say one 
word in bringing to the attention of the Prime 
Minister a subject upon which I do not know 
that I would be justified in asking an im- 
mediate answer to-day. I mean the question of 
the men who are now in jail, in conse- 
quence of their share, or their alleged 
share, in the recent rebellion. I am per- 
fectly sure that the Prime Minister will 
approach this question in a broad and generous 
and statesmaglike spirit. He well knows that, 
after the close of one of those tragic outbursts 
which occur in all countries, under certain con- 
ditions, if you want to bring nearer the era 
of reconciliation and peace, the first thing you 
have to do is to clean the slate, and release 
thoso who have been involved in these trans- 
actions. I would urge strongly on the Prime 
Minister that, if he consults all the precedents 
in other countries, and of other Governmenta, 
in a similar state of things, he will find that 
they all go in one way; and if General Smute 
is able to come to London to-day, and to epeak 
the language of stirring Imperia] statesman- 
ship which he uttered, to the admiration of 
all who heard and read it, he is able to do it 
because he is a member of a Ministry who, 
when the rebellion in his own country was 
over, opened the doors wide to all prisoners, 
and treated the former enemies of his Govern- 
ment with generosity and in a spirit of re- 
conciliation. He (Mr. O'Connor) was sure 
there wak no act the Government could do 
which would help to appease opinion in Ire- 
land to-day more than the release of these pri- 
soners, and the Convention, with this act done 
by the Government, would open its proceed- 
ings in an atmosphere far more helpful than if 
these prisoners remained in jail. These pri- 
soners had been convicted by exceptional tri- 
bunals (military tribunals), or nearly all of 
them had, and he hoped _ that the Prime 
Minister would take that central fact into his 
consideration, for, in face of trial by such ex- 
ceptional tribunals, you could not’ resist the 
impression amon the population that the men

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would have fared differently if they had been | 


tried by ordinary tribunals. I beg the Prime 
Minister, concluded Mr. O'Connor, not to take 
the guilt of any man for granted. I think the 
wieest, most appearing, and the justest course 
for the Prime Minister to take would be to 
make no exceptions, and allow all these men 
out of prison, and in that way begtn what, I 
hope, will be a new and a brighter chapter in 
the history of Ireland.

ULSTER AND THE 
CONVENTION. 

The Standing Committee of the Ulster 
Unionist Council met in the Old Town Hall, 
Belfast, yesterday to consider the Government's 
proposals for the settlement of the Home Rule 
question. The meeting was an event of con- 
siderable importance to Ulster Unionists, for it 
was recognised that the Committee's decisions 
would largely influence the Unionist Council in 
reference to the proposals, and particularly in 
regard to Ulster’s participation in the con- 
templated Convention. The proceedings, which 
were conducted in private, commenced at noon, 
and there was & representative attendance from 
all parts of the province, including eight of the 
Ulster members of Parliament. ir John Lons- 
dale, M.P., Chairman of the Ulster Parlia- 
mentary Party; Colonel James Craig, M.P., 
and Captain the Hon. Hugh O'Neill, M.P., 
were unable to be present. 

The proceedings occupied three hours. Tho 
final drafting of the official resolution was 
delegated to a sub-committee. It ie understood 
that the whole subject was carefully reviewed, 
and the Government's prgposal for the exclu- 
sion of Ulster and the al ‘rnative suggestion of 
a Convention were examined in detail. The 
terms of reference to the Convention and the 
composition of tho representatives and the 
methods of voting were also under con- 
sideration, The, Prime Minister's  state- 
ment and the remark of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, that there could be no bill 
without substantial agreoment, and his hint 
that Ulster in no circumstances could be forced 
into an Irish Parliament againet ite will, have 
had a reassuring effect in the North, and it is

THE PRIME MINISTER. 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE—I am glad that the 
right hon. gentleman has afforded me the oppor- 
tunity of giving such information as I possess on 
the various questions he has raised. Mr. 
Lloyd George then made the statement on the 
proposed Irish Convention, which we print else- 
where. Continuing, he said—With re- 
gard to the labour situation, I quite 
agree that the termination of the strike affords 
a very good opportunity for reviewing the whole 
of the Labour position. I trust that, so far as 
the particular dispute which occasioned that 
strike is concerned, it has been happily termi- 
nated. But there is a good deal of matter for 
further investigation. There has been great un- 
rest in some quarters. The Government have 
their views as to how that has been fostered. 
At the same time, there are some genuine 
grievances which have assisted the designs of 
those who have ulterior motives which have no 
special reference to the labour position. 

Therefore, the Government have decided 
to appoint Commissioners to inquire into the 
industrial unrest, to inquire and report on 
the operation of all war emergency legisla: 
tion of the Government, and its administra- 
tion in regard to Labour, and to make re- 
commendations which will tend to minimise 
industrial unrest, especially in the ship- 
building and engineering trades, during the 
continuance of the war. 

It is proposed to divide the country into 
something like seven areas, and appoint separate 
Commissions to investigate the causes of the 
unrest in each. An effort will be made to 
secure the services of Labour representatives 
and of employers, with an impartial chairman, 
in each case. We thought it better to divide 
the country into areas, as it would be impossible 
for any Commissioner to cover the whole ground 
in anything like a reasonable time. 

Mr. SNOWDEN—Would the right hon. gentle- 
man say whether the Government intend to 
postpone the further consideration of the Muni- 
tiggs Bill until this Commission has reported? 

Mr. LLOYD GFORGE—I could not at the 
present stage promise that, because it has re- 
ference to the very urgent demand for the re- 
organisation of Labour, which has a bearing 
upon the submarine problem, and shipbuilding. 
It would be very dangerous to postpone a 
echeme to assist in merchant shipbuilding, and 
also ships for the Navy for the protection of our 
Mercantile Marine. This has a practical bear- 
ing on the food supply, and I do not think it 
would be possible to postpone all that until we 
had had a Commission of inquiry to investigate 
Labour unrest. 

Mr. TYSON WILSON—Cannot the right hon. 
gentleman say whether a general agreement has 
heen come to with regard to the trade unions, 
and amendments in the Munitions Bill? 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE-—I am sorry I am not 
in a position to say that at the present moment. 
Negotiations are proceeding, and I think, on the 
whole, quite favourably, and in a very good 
spirit—in a spirit of conciliation, and with a 
real attempt on both sides to arrive at a work- 
ing practical compromise. 

Mr PRINGLE—When will the Commissions 
be appointed ? 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE—It will take some 
time. I have actually the names here. But I 
cannot give them, beeause I have not got their 
assent. 

DEALING WITH SUBMARINES. 

Now I come to another important question— 
the progress we are making in dealing with the 
submarine menace. Here it is much more diffi- 
cult for me to give a public answer. It is very 
difficult to give information, without, to a cer- 
tain extent, revealing things which we had 
better keep to ourselves. 

During the last three weeks we have dealt 
more effective blows at the submarines than 
during any corresponding period of the war, 
and that is true of this week, as well as of 
the preceding week. There is no doubt at 
all that that fact has been made manifest 
in the considerable reduction in our ship- 
ping losses. 

it is true, we are not through the month 
of May, but if the ratio of losses during the 
last 25 days is not exceeded, then the re- 
duction upon the April figures will be very 
considerable, indeed. 

There does not seem to me to be any reason 
to anticipate any worse figures in the coming 
few days. But one does not like to predict. 


INCREASINGLY EFFICIENT ARRANGE- 
MENTS. 


Prime Minister 


The arrangements that are made for dealing 
with submarines are increasingly efficient. We 
owe a very considerable debt of gratitude to 
the great American people for the effective as- 
sistance they are rendering us. It is not merely 
in the craft they have placed at our disposal, 
but now that the American nation is in the 
war it is easier to make arrangements for the 
protection of our mercantile fleet than before 
the. event took place. Therefore, I think that 
the nation has good reason to 
congratulate itself the substantial 
improvement which taken place in 
dealing with the great submarine menace. 

The month of May has seen a consider- 
able improvement, not merely upon the 
figures of April, but upon the anticipation 
of the Admiralty as to what would occur 
in the month of May.. 


IMPROVED FOOD PROSPECTS. 


As to food supplies, this subject is intimately 
associated with the problem of submarines. 
There is a distinct improvement in our 
food prospects, as the result of the ‘m- 
provement in the submarine position. 

It is very difficult to give a favourable answer 
which would not be mischievous. That is the 
trouble about the food supplies. If I say that 
there is no danger of starvation, people will 
be apt to say—” What is the good of our cutting 
up all our grass lands, and making special 
efforts to plough and sow?” Others will say 
“What is the good of rationing ourselves?” 
People really must not rush from one extreme 
to the other. One must appeal to the common 
sense of the nation. I say, after taking counsel 
of all those who advise me, and after going into 
the figures very carefully, that if the nation 
economises, and is not guilty of waste; if those 
who have land available for the production of 
food make the best use of it, if workmen turn 
out tractors in order to help us to plough, if 
the Army help us with all the available men 
for the purpose of cultivating the land—in fact, 
if we all behave like reasonable human beings, 
who want to save their country from disaster, 

rivation, and distress, the submarine menace 
is not one that need cause us any fear that the 
war is going to be lost for that reason. (Cheers.) 
I use these words, carefully choosing them, and 
all I can do is this—I would appeal to those 
who comment upon them, not to seize one part 
of that statement and dwell upon it, and ex- 
aggerate it; or seize upon another part and 
exaggerate it. I mean that statement as a 
whole. 


GERMANY DOOMED TO DISAPPO'NT- 
MENT. 

We have heard this morning that the 
Germans are depending mainly on the @ 
boat warfare for success in the war. All 
i can say Is, that if that is their main 
hope of success, it is doomed to disap- 
pointment. (Cheers.) 1! say that with 
a full sense of responsibility, on my own 
behalf and on behalf of the Government 
after the most careful consideration of the 
whole of the facts. 


ECONOMY STILL NECESSARY. 

But that does not mean that people need not 
economise. That does not mean that farmers 
need not plough their lands, or that people who 
have rich grass lands, which could turn out 
cereals, need not do so. 

It means that if everybody does that, then 
the German hope of triumph in this war 
based on their submarines, is to be the 
greatest miscalculation in the whole series 
of miscaiculations of that fated Empire. 


PUBL@ CO-OPERATION ESSENTIAL,

MR. ASQUITH AND LABOUR 
PROBLEMS. 


Mr. ASQUITH said he was sure that the 
House would have heard with gratification the 
concluding part of the right hon. gentleman s 
speech. He did not doubt that there would 
a wide respense to that appeal. He wished he 
could be equally sanguine in regard to his 
appeal that the statement should be commented 
upon as a whole, and not only the portion oF 
passage which happened to commend itself to 
the particular writer or speaker. He had 
watched with a good deal of disquietude the 
perturbations which existed in the last few 
weeks among certain sections in the labour 
world. They gave rise to anxiety, not merely 
on the ground that they interfered with the 
steady production of commodities which were 
absolutely essential to the effective conduct of 
the war, but beeause they seemed to 
indicate, on the surface at any rate, 
difficulties which might arise, and . 
come increasingly serious, in the future relations 
of Labour, not merely to Capital, bu} to its 
own organisations, and to the State. When 
they were looking forward to the future, there 
was no aspect on the horizon that he could 
discern or imagine which was more serious than 
this particular matter. He did not wanv to 
say anything with regard to the past, Or, 
indeed, in regard to the future. He was ex- 
tremely glad that the Government were pro- 
posing to institute an inquiry, area by area, into 
these matters, particularly as they affected the 
trades of engineering and shipbuilding, and 
allied industries. He trusted that that inquiry 
would produce beneficial results.

THREE CONDITIONS. 

If it was to do so. everything depended on 
three conditions—First, the pemonality of those 
who were engaged in the conduct of it. He 
did not press the Government to tell him now 
the names of those by whom the investigations 
were to be conducted, but if they were to pro- 
duce fruitful results it was absolutely essential 
that they should be people who understood, and 
were capable of bringing themselves into per- 
sonal contact with, the men and the problems. 
The second condition was promptitude. 
It was not a matter which admitted of delay. 
The third condition was, that they should try, 
if they could, by means of this Government 
inquiry—every person, in their various degrees 
and according to their several opportunities—to 
get below the surface of these things. They 
were seeing one of those stages in the evolution 
of Labour, and its relations, not only to the 
production of wealth, but to the whole economy 
of the State, in regard to which it was all im- 
portant that they should take a sym athetic 
and penetrating view of the causes and forces 
which were at work. They were,all so apt to 
think in the terms of the nineteenth century, 
or of the early years of the present century, 
and to regard the economic organisation of the 
State as something permanent, as a fixed con- 
dition of things, which at any rate during our 
time we must regard as part, almost, as it were, 
of the order of nature. It was very difficult 
to have either the imagination or sympathy 
which was needed in order to envisage these 
new problems, emerging under new conditions, 
and caliing for new methods of treatment. He 
appealed strongly to everyone to seize this op- 
portunity to bring, if they could, the whole 
atmosphere of public opinion into an en- 
hghtened and healthy relationship to the future 
developments of these all important social and 
domestic questions. (Cheers.) 


GERMAN TREATMENT OF 
PRISONERS. 


Mr. JAMES HOPE said that the main issue 
in regard to the exchange of prisoners remained 
unchanged. The War Cabinet had decided, 
after full discussion with the French military 
authorities, that we could not agree to an all- 
for-all exchange, which would give to the enemy 
a large balance of man-power. Existing agree- 
ments for the exchange of men over 45, and 
invalids, had been in abeyance owing to dith- 
culties of transport, but arrangements had now 
been made with the Admiralty, which would 
enable the exchange to proceed steadily. No 
reply had yet been received from the German 
Governmént to the proposal for the nfutual in- 
ternment of prisoners in a neutral country. 
In regard to the employment of our prisoners 
within the fire zone, they expected that the 
Germans would withdraw our men from posi- 
tions of danger, seeing that we had withdrawn 
German prisoners 30 metres behind the front 
line. As yet no definite assurance had been 
received tnat our men had been withdrawn. 
If they wore not, a very serious»situation would 
arise, and the Government would not shrink 
from drastic action if they had a reasonable 
assurance that it would attain the end desired. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SUTTON asserted that the re-examina- 
tion of rejected men was causing dissatisfaction 
throughout the whole of the Kingdom. 

Mr. MACPHERSON, rising to reply on the 
question raised by Mr. Sutton and other mem- 
bere, was met with angry protests from Mr. 
Pringle against his speaking until the case 
had been further developed. ‘‘ It’s a scandal,” 
Mr. Pringle shouted, as he crossed the House 
to confer with Mr. Snowden and other 
mem hers. 

Other members joined in this ebullition of 
feeling, which ended in Mr. Snowden’s calling 
for a “ count,” whereupon forty members were 
brought in to make up the House. 

Mr. MACPHERSON, in his reply, said that 
the Army only expected to get bo, men as 
the result of the re-examination of the million 
previously rejected or discharged, and it was 
believed that the majority would be found fit 
for ‘general service. per cent. of the doctors 
on the Medical Boards were civilians. He was 
quite ready, however, to have inquiry made 
into individual cases brought to his notice. 


THE WELSH CHURCH ACT. 


Mr. LLEWELYN WILLIAMS _ protested 
against the attempt which was being made to 
get the Welsh Church Act postponed until 
twelve months after the war. 

Mr. BONAR LAW, referring to the question 
of enemy Princes holding English Peerages, 
said that a bill on the subiect was before the 
House of Lords, but he thought that the sub- 
ject was relatively of very little importance. 
With regard to the Welsh Church, he could not 
imagine anything more inappropriate than to 
raise the subject now. He had really nothing 
to say on it that had not been said before. If 
the Church were to be disestablished to-morrow 
it would be at a most serious disadvantage 
owing to the war. The hon. member had said 
that but for the accident of the war the Church 
would have been disestablished now. Yes, but 
the war was & very great accident, and they 
must all recognise it, and take into account 
fairly the results of that accident. The Govern- 
ment, as a Government, had not considered this 
question of the Welsh Chureh Act, and ha h:d 
given no pledge about it. What he said before 
was perfectly clear. It was, that so far as 
he was concerned, and so far as many of his 
colleagues were concerned, they thought that 
there was a case for reconsideration. He did 
not believe that the present crisis of the war 
was the moment in which the Government, as 
a Government, should be asked to come to any 
decision on this matter. When the proper time 
came, no doubt thev would have to come to 
a decision, but he did not know what would 
happen then. There might be a difference of 
opinion, though he sincerely hoped not, in svite 
of views expressed by the hon. member (Mr. 
Williams). He really did not believe that the 
country would stand any quarrelling on the old 
lines on these old subjects. (Cheers.) He was 
convinced that some way would be found which 
would not mean a renewal of this bitter is- 
pute. All he said now, was that the position 
of the Government was quite plain. As a 
Government they had come to no decision, and 
they were perfectly free to take any action 
| they thought right when the proper time came.
